ONLY POUR ARTICLES IN 
TOWN WARRANT 

Four articles only are in the 
warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting of June 9th. The arti- 
cles for prohibition of motor 
boats on Silver Lake and for 
Small Buildings will not ap- 
pear on the Warrant until the 
next annual town meeting at 
least. 

ARTICLE 1, To see if the Town 
will vote to amend the By-Laws 
of the Town by adding a new 
Section 33A in Chapter 5, rea- 
ding as follows: 

The owners of land which has 
been excavated are hereby re- 
quired to erect barriers or 
take other suitable measures 
within five (5) days after 
such owners have been notified 
in writing by the Selectmen 
that in their opinion such ex- 
cavation constitutes a hazard 
to public safety. 

The penalty for violation of 
this section shall be $20.00 
for each day such violation 
continues, but not to exceed a 
total of $200.00, or do any 
thing in relation thereto. 

ARTICLE 2 To see if the town 
will vote to accept the pm vi- 
sions of Ch, 427, Acts of 1957 
or do anything in relation 
thereto. 

(Chapter 427, Acts of 1957, 
incre4ses the pension of re- 
tired fire or police officials 
by an amount of $300, provid- 
ing that the total pension 
does not exceed $2500, It is 
being requested in order to 
increase the pensions of Wil- 
mington's two retired Fire 
Chiefs, Edwin ©, Day and Wine 
fred W Rice.) 

ARTICLE 3 To see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the 
Board of Water Cimmissioners 
to purchase a truck for the 
use of the Department, using 
receipts of the Department to 
the extent necessary for such 
payment, or do anything in re- 
lation thereto, 

ARTICLE 4 To see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the 
Board of Water Commissioners 
to lay water mains of not less 
than six inches, but less than 
sixteen inches in diameter on 
Nichols Street in addition to 
the streets specified for such 
insta ations in the vote of 
the Town taken under Article 
23 of the Warrant at the An- 
nual Meeting in March 1958, 
and to use such portion of the 
appropriation made under such 
Article as may be necessary 
for such purpose, or do any- 
thing in relation thereto.

with the patience of Job, pointed out again and 
again that the Betterment Law had been accepted 
by the town, and that there was no other legal 
way to install water mains as a result. 

The meeting wasn't exactly one of pleasure. 
Acting in concert the sixty odd residents of 
the three streets searched for a way to have 
the town pay for a part or all of the cost of 
the water main. There were sone hard wards said 
too - unreasoning accusations of town officials 
"hiding behind the skirts of the town counsel" 
were made. 

Several times “Mr. Hagerty told the group 
that the laws of the land constitute the gov- 
ernment of this tom, this state, and this coun 
try. The reasoning was refused by the majority 
of his listeners, who left the meeting after 
one and one half hours determined to hire one 
of the most prominent attorneys in Massachu- 
setts, a man often named as a potential candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination as Attorney 
General, to conduct their fight for them on the 
floor of the Town Meeting. 

One thought, frequently expressed was that 
the State Board of Health would not allow Tewk- 
sbury to shut off the water. Mr. Hagerty point- 
ed ait that this might possibly be ‘he case for 
a siiort period of time, but it still didn't 
solve the problem. 

If the State Board of Health were called in 
it might very well refuse to do anything. The 
Town of Wilmington has voted to install water 
mains in a lawful manner. In this case the town 
meeting at the behest of these people has re- 
fused to install water mains on Nichols Street. 

The State Health officials might very well 
say "You have the legal means to install water, 
and you refuse to use it - now you want us to 
provide an extra legal remedy". 

Another proposal which has been made is to 
have the town vote to rescind the law for the 
purpose of allowing water to be voted on a 
street ( i.e. Nichols Street) "just this once" 
and then revote'the Betterment Act. 

Nothing could be more destructive ta the 
Town of Wilmington, short of an atom banb or 
such a catastrophe, than to vote for such a 
thing "just this once". 

In the last annual ton meeting this pro- 
position was made in effect fa one of our old- 
est and most respected citizens, in a land re-

North Reading Bound Again 
The State Department of Pub- 
lic Works have discovered an 
old old story to the Town of 
Wilmington. 

Their surveys for the new 
Route 93 indicates that the 
boundary stone between North 
Reading and Wilmington, on 
Concord Street is 300 feet out 
of position,

STATE HEARS PROS AND CONS 
OF THE SMELL 

The Massachusetts Public 
Health Commission and Counsel 
are now considering the mater- 
ial and evidence offered at 
the hearing condicted last Fri 
day, May 23 in Room 480 at the 
State House, 

The Town of Wilmington was 
represented at the hearing by 
Acting Manager Alfred Cala- 
brese and Health Agent and San 
atarian Patrick A Thibeau. 
Thibeau reported that in 1956 
a number of calls began coming 
in complaining of an intense 
fishy odor. Investigation by 
Wilmington officials revealed 
no case within Wilmington, 
that apparently the source 
came from over the Woburn line 

Calabrese respectfully re- 
qested that the nuisance be 
abated, 

Other Wilmington residents 
present to offer testimony 
were former Town Manager Jo- 
seph Courtney and Mrs Garrett 
ofLedgewod Road. Town Coun- 
sel Philip Buzzell also atten- 
ded the hearing. 

In answer to questioning by 
Reading Town Counsel Amon, 
Reading Board of Health Agent 
Shaw related the experience 
of Reading and offered as ev- 
idence several samples taken 
from various suspected sources 
Henry 0 Swain, Jr. who lives 
on top of a hill on Jere Rd, 
close to the Reading-Woburn 
line testified that lately 
the smell has been more in- 
tense, that it has persisted 
in winter as well as in sum- 
mer. His opinion was corrob- 
orated by Dr Baisley, Chairman 
of the Reading Board of yealth 
and by Selectman Calvin. Rep 
Frank Tanner, who lives near 
Dr Baisley, said he too was 
bothered by the smell, that 
the law in regard to air pol- 
lution is tight, and should 
take care of this. 

Rep Donahue reminded the 
Dept that the ultimatum of 
last fall was ‘clean house or 
get out’, and requested that 
something be done immediately. 

Woburn Board of Health Agent 
Ryan gave the story of Woburn’ 
battle to abate the nuisance, 
Only four piggeries are li- 
censed now and are operating 
in accordance with recommend- 
ations of the Board of Health. 
The cases of two others are 
pending before the Superior 
Court. After the meeting at 
the State House late last sum- 
mer of Reading, Stoneham, Wo- 
burn, Wilmington town and city 
officials and of representa- 
tives of industries and pig- 
geries, the state ordered the 
offenders to clean house and 
to obtain the services of con- 
sulting engineers or be closed 
down. Since then the Woburn 
Board of ,,ealth has done every 
thing it could, and wants the 
condition abated. 

Dr Baisley cited the exanple 
of Gloucester where a nuisance 
had arisen from rotten fish 
and the processing of waste 
fish, This situation was com- 
pletely taken care of by com- 
petent engineering. 

The consensus of testimony 
by all complainants was that 
since the meeting last fall 
the smell had got worse in- 
stead of better. 

The other side of the story 
was told by representatives of 
industries in the suspected 
area. The treasurer of the 
Woburn Processing Co said they 
had retained , eonard Mandell, 
a professional engineer, af- 
ter the State’s 1957 ultimatum 
and that as a result of his 
investigations and recommenda- 
tions they expected to be odor 
free by the first part of July 
Mandell explained what he had 
been doing, stressed that it 
took time to investigate and 
to put in new equipment, 

The General yanager of the 
Consolidated Chemical Inds. of 
Woburn said they had coopera- 
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gaged Weston & Sampson, wel 
known consulting engineers of 
Boston, that they have re- 
ceived a report from them and 
are acting upon it, 

Warner L Smith of Woburn 
Hide and Leather also said 
they had hired consultants and 
were in the ptocess of check - 
ing. 

Managers of several pigger- 
ies testified that they had 
complied with all recommenda- 
tions, 

Asked if any action had been 
taken by the City of Woburn, 
Agent Ryan said it is under 
consideration.
